been adequately fertilized 
This means that three to 
four times as many cattle 
could he grazing the same 
acreage,

thereby boosting the po­ 
tential for increased prof 
its.

officials of tin* Screwworm

activity of the flesh-eating 
livestock pest. 
\s of May I. 89 cases 
have been confirmed in the 
state this year, according 
to .County 
Extension 
A 
gent Glenn Bragg, Twen­ 
ty one cases 
popped 
up 
during tilt1 past two weeks 
as 
the 
screwworm 
Hies 
began moving northward 
from overwintering areas 
sn northern 
Mexico 
and 
southern Texas. 
Of special notice is a 
case 
confirmed 
in 
San 
Saba County on April 27 
['hts case, plus a previous 
San Saba case and one in 
adjacent Llano County, all 
in Central Texas, could be 
a sign of things to come. 
They are the northernmost 
cases to be confirmed this 
year. 
The weather is going to 
be a key factor this year in 
determmg the screwworm 
situation.
